GENERAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Cheshire, 
some  8 miles  from  Manchester. 

In  accordance  with  the  Registrar  General's  figures  the  total 
population  for  1968  was  41,030 

There  is  considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large 
engineering  works  of  world  wide  repute,  and  a number  of  smaller  concerns 
and  factories,  providing  employment  for  approximately  17,000  people. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business 
interests  in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  towns. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  market  provide  facilities  for  a large 
number  of  people  from  adjoining  districts.  The  public  market  is  held  on 
Tuesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week.

In  1968  registered  live  births  numbered  652  (339  male,  313  female) 
giving  a rate  of  15*9  per  1,000  population. 

Of  the  652  births  in  1968,  600  (311  male,  289  female)  were 
legitimate,  and  52  (28  male,  24  female)  illegitimate. 

There  were  9 still  births  (4  male,  5 female). 


Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1968  was  479  (254  male, 

225  female)  a death  rate  of  11*7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

In  1968  there  were  107  deaths  (58  male,  49  female)  from  all  forms 
of  cancer  including  30  (27  male,  3 female)  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  was  2*6  per 
1,000  population. 

In  1968,  265  (55*327,,)  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  vascular  system.  Of  these  77  were  due  to  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system.  in  1968,  53  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  coronary 
heart  disease. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  numbered  9 (3  male,  6 female)  in  1968. 
Bronchitis  deaths  numbered  27  (16  male,  11  female).  There  was  1 death 
(male)  from  influenza. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1968  numbered  8 
(5  male,  3 female),  making  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  12*3. 

Neo-natal  deaths  numbered  7,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  of  10*7.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1968. 

In  the  year  under  review  the  Department  has  been  concerned  with 
mainly  routine  matters.  A greater  rate  of  inspection  was  achieved  in 
the  administration  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and 
193  premises  received  a general  inspection. 

Progress  in  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Programme  was 
maintained  and  during  the  year  the  No. 6 Smoke  Control  Order  came  into 
operation  bringing  the  total  number  of  premises  in  smoke  control  areas 
to  1,866.  The  survey  of  the  No. 7 smoke  control  area  was  also  completed 
and  a further  Smoke  Control  Order  covering  some  1,467  premises  and 
226  acres  was  made. 

The  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with  the  control  of 
infectious  disease  - mainly  outbreaks  of  dysentery,  was,  I am  pleased 
to  report,  reduced,  and  no  serious  outbreaks  of  dysentery  occurred. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was,  however,  reported,  and  this  required 
prompt  attention.  The  investigation  revealed  that  the  infection  was 
contracted  whilst  the  patient  had  been  abroad  on  holiday.  It  was 
necessary  to  trace  over  90  contacts  in  various  parts  of  the  country  to 
ensure  that  all  persons  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  infection  were  not 
at  any  risk.  This  was  an  exercise  which  was  required  to  be  put  into 
operation  without  delay,  and  serves  as  a reminder  that  at  any  time  the 
department  can  be  faced  with  a serious  problem  in  the  control  of 
infectious  disease,  or  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  Maintenance  of 
a fully  qualified  and  experienced  staff  is  therefore  a necessary 
insurance  for  dealing  with  such  emergencies. 

The  difficulties  experienced  in  previous  years  with  gypsies 
was,  I am  happy  to  report,  not  repeated  in  1968. 

In  the  field  of  Housing,  although  no  Clearance  Areas  were 
declared  in  the  year,  a survey  was  carried  out  of  properties  in  Baker  Street 
and  Orchard  Place.  These  properties  will  be  represented  in  1969.  No 
Demolition  Orders  or  Closing  Orders  were  made  during  1968  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  five  houses  were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  made  in 
previous  years.  The  number  of  notices  served  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  defective  premises  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  as  a 
result  of  this  the  number  of  defects  remedied  in  these  premises  was 
also  increased. 

Administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations 
relating  to  the  sale  of  food  are  an  important  part  of  the  Department’s 
work. 
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The  sampling  of  food  and  inspection  of  premises  are  part  of  the 
Department's  routine.  During  the  year  the  Department  co-operated 
with  the  Public  Health  laboratory  in  a survey  which  concerned  the  sampling 
of  cream.  The  samples  of  food  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
routine  examination  revealed  that  two  samples  were  adulterated  or 
wrongly  described.  One  sample  of  untreated  milk  submitted  for  Bacterial 
examination  revealed  the  presence  of  Brucella  Organism  and  action  was 
necessary  to  prevent  the  sale  of  infected  milk.  Action  was  also  taken 
following  a report  that  a sample  of  liquid  egg  was  unsatisfactory. 

The  sampling  of  food  which  is  offered  for  sale  is  a very 
effective  check  on  producers  and  manufacturers  and  goes  a long  way 
to  ensuring  that  sub- standard  or  infected  food  is  not  sold  to  an 
unsuspecting  public. 

During  the  year  the  improvements  commenced  at  the  Market  following 
the  enactment  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  governing  the  sale  of  food 
from  such  premises  were  completed  and  further  improvements  are  planned 
for  the  future. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  generally  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  although  considerable  difficulties  were  again 
experienced  at  certain  times  due  to  a depleted  labour  force. 

The  problem  of  dumping  rubbish  and  old  cars  caused  the 
Department  a considerable  amount  of  trouble  during  the  year. 

The  passing  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  required  the  Authority 
to  take  certain  measures  to  control  the  problem,  and  a car  compound 
and  a disposal  point  were  made  at  the  Refuse  Tip.  These  are  used  by 
many  residents,  and  have  gone  some  way  towards  reducing  the  problem. 

Many  members  of  the  public,  however,  still  consider  that  the  most 
satisfactory  method  of  disposing  of  unwanted  rubbish  is  to  dump  it  on 
the  first  open  space  that  they  can  find,  and  leave  it  for  someone 
else  to  remove.  During  the  year,  at  considerable  cost,  an  effort  was 
made  to  ensure  that  unauthorised  dumping  did  not  cause  nearby  residents 
any  nuisance. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  continued  on  land  at  Sinderland  Road  by 
Controlled  Tipping.  Overtipping  on  compacted  refuse  is  now  taking  place 
due  to  the  shortage  of  land,  and  because  of  the  problems  which  are 
involved,  this  is  requiring  greater  supervision. 

Perusal  of  the  statistical  part  of  the  report  gives  an  indication 
of  the  number  of  visits  made  and  action  taken  by  the  department  during 
the  year.  I would,  in  conclusion,  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  Leitch  and  Dr.  Davidson- Lamb,  and  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

1.  The  Water  Supply  to  this  area  has  been  satisfactory. 

2.  361  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  consumers' 
taps  in  the  Southern  District  of  Manchester's  distribution  area 
of  which  Altrincham  forms  part,  91*47.  were  coliform-free  and 
classed  as  excellent,  99*77.  were  free  of  colitype  1,  and  in  all 
cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained,  repeat  samples 
gave  excellent  results. 

76  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  on  samples  taken  from 
consumers'  taps  in  the  Southern  District.  A typical  analysis 
on  water  taken  from  a consumer's  tap  in  the  district  was  as

(Lime  is  added  to  water  leaving  Thirlmere,  and  to  water  from 
Haweswater  at  Woodgate  Hill,  in  order  to  correct  any 

plumbo solvency  of  the  raw  lake  water) 

4.  If  bacteriological  or  chemical  contamination  is  found,  additional 
flushing  (i.e.  additional  to  normal  periodic  flushing)  is  carried 
out,  together  with  swabbing,  and,  if  necessary,  re-ster:.lisation 
of  the  mains  is  carried  out 


5.  All  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  public  water  mains, 
and  the  water  is  not  subject  to  fluoride  treatment.

The  samples  which  are  reported  as  unsatisfactory  all  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test. 

All  the  samples  of  untreated  milk  were,  in  addition  to  statutory 
examination,  examined  for  Brucella  Abortus.  One  sample  was  reported 
as  a positive  Brucella  Culture.  The  milk  was  produced  on  a Farm  in 
the  district  of  an  adjacent  Authority  and  this  matter  was  reported 
to  them  and  appropriate  remedial  action  was  taken  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  infected  milk. 

One  prosecution  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations 
was  taken  during  the  year  when  a Farm  producer  was  fined  £25.  0.  Od. 
for  failing  to  ensure  that  a milk  bottle  delivered  to  a resident  in  the 
area  was  in  a clean  condition. 

THE  LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION)  REGULATIONS  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

52  samples  of  egg  were  submitted  for  examination.  47  samples 
satisfied  the  Alpha- Anylcse  test.  Five  samples  failed. 

Details  concerning  the  unsatisfactory  samples  are  as  follows. 

A report  was  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  that  a 
sample  of  liquid  egg  submitted  for  routine  investigation  was  unsatisfactory. 
Single  batch  samples  were  then  taken  from  the  remaining  stock  and  the  use 
of  the  liquid  egg  suspended  until  the  results  of  the  samples  were  known. 

Of  the  five  samples  submitted  for  batch  examination,  four  were  unsatisfactory, 
and  the  stock  from  which  these  samples  were  taken  was  destroyed. 

The  Local  Authority  in  the  area  where  the  egg  was  produced, 
and  the  manufacturers,  had  been  informed  and  an  investigation  subsequently 
revealed  that  the  temperature  control  over  the  pasteurising  plant  was  at 
fault.
